the Raleigh Some distance out at sea in hot 
pursuit of the Dauntless. The swift little 
filibuster Was steaming for all she was 
worth and was apparently holding her own 
with the Raleigh. 

Suddenly -.there came a puff of smoke 
from the Raleigh, then a roar and a solid 
shot went ricochetting on the water just 
in front of the Dauntless. Still the fili- 
buster held her course and then the Ral- 
eighh sent another solid shot which struck 
the water within twenty feet of the Daunt- 
less and splashed spray all over her decks. 
That was @nhough for the speedy tug and 
she quickly slowed down and, obeying the 
Raleigh’s signals, followed the warship up 
the coast. 

Mabey Is Fired on Also. 

As the Raleigh proceeded north with the 
Dauntless following the tug R. L. Mabey 
was sighted off ‘Mosquito inlet. 

The actions of the tug were suspicious 
and the cruiser signaled her to stop. 

The captain of Mabey, however, disre- 
garded the signal, and crowding on all 
steam, endeavored to escape. Then the 
guns of the Raleigh began agjin. 

First a blank cartridge was fired, to 
which the Mabey paid no heed. Then two 
solid shots in quick succession were sent 
across the tug’s bows, which brought 
her to. | 

The second solid shot struck the water 
very near the Mabey and the little tug 
reeled perceptibly from the shock. 

With the alleged filibusters in tow the 
Raleigh then proceeded up the coast, 
reaching the St. John’s bar about 9 o’clock 
tonight. The Dauntless left Palm Beach 
nearly three weeks ago with arms for 
Cuba and since then has made two ad- 
ditional trips. She has put into no port, 
but s@cured the arms ard coal from one 
of the Florida keys where Cubans have 
established a storehouse. 

When captured the Dauntless was in 
Search of the Mabey to get a supply of 
coal which the Cubans had loaded on the 
latter vessel. It is not believed that the 
Dauhtless had any arms on board when 
captured by the Raleigh. 

The Dauntless is owned by W. A. Bis- 
hee, of Jacksonville, who is a brother of 
the collector of this port. Captain Lomm 
is in commiand of the vessel. 

The R. L. Mabey is owned by Dr. John 
C. 'Engle, a banker of Jacksonville, and 
is commanded by Captain Cannte. 

The Dauntless and Mabey will be sent up 
to this place in the morning and turned 
ever to United States Marshal McKay.

COREANS DISLIKE JAPANESE 


GRANT AMERICANS RIGHT TO 
BUILD A RAILWAY. 


Refuse the Japanese the Same Privi- 
lege—Discontent on Account of 
Discrimination. 


‘Tokio, Japan, October 2, via San Fran- 
cisco, October 21.—Japanese discontent 
about the state of affairs in Corea grows 
stronger every day. It can no longer be 
doubted that the king is the leader of the 
anti-Japanese feeling in the peninsula. The 
shock of the emeute that cost the queen’s 
life produced such an effect on his maj- 


esty’s weak mind that he cannot shake off > 


an abiding fear of the Japanese. 

He is persuaded that if he leaves the shel- 
ter of the Russian legation he will at once 
become a mark for Japanese swords. 

He rails against Count Inouye for having 
permitted such a minister as Viscount 
Miura to come to Zeoul, and he denounces 
as a judicial fiasco the trial of the viscount 
and his fellow-conspirators at Hiroshima. 

The king has never wiéided much power 
or exercised much influence in his realm, 
but his present mood serves the purpose 
of the conservatives in the office, and also 
sets the royal cachete on the unpopularity 
that the arbitrary and masterful methods 
of Japanese merchants and adventurers 
have undoubtedly engendered among all 
classes of Coreans. 

It is now frankly declared that the de- 
termination of the Corean cabinet not to 
grant to any Japanese a concession for 
building a railway between Zeoul and Gen- 
san is due to the government’s alleged in- 
ability to preserve peace and good order 
in districts traversed by such a line. The 
people’s dislike of every thing Japanese, it 
is pretended, would impel them to. destroy 
the line whenever an opportunity offered. 
And, since the Corean authorities are nei- 
ther prepared to maintain a force for its 
protection nor willing to allow the Japanese 
to maintain one, the difficulty looks in- 
superable. It remains to be seen whether 

the Japanese will submit to be discrimi- 
nated against on sach pretext. American 
citizens have been granted a congpssion for 
constructing a railway from Zeoul to Che- 

mulpo, French citizens have been simillarly 
favored in the matter of lines between 
Zeoul and Gensan and Zeoul dnd Wiju. 
The Japanese certainly are entitled to 
claim as much from Coera as she grants to 
Frenchmen or Americans, and it is felt that 
if they consent to be deprived of their just

TOM WATSON MAKES A DEWIAL 


States that the Ticket Will Remain 
in the Field—Sub-Committee of 
Populists Meets Today and 
Final Action May Be 
Then Taken.

The populist electoral ticket for the stat& 
of Georgia will be withdrawn. 

This action was recommended by the 
state central committee at their secret 
session Tuesday night. 

» The sub-committee of five was appointed 
to treat with the democrats if any further 
proposition was made. 

This committee held two sessions yes- 
terday at populist headquarters. They 
are empowered with plenary privileges and 
have been holding out hoping that some 
further propcrition may be made through 
the influence of Chairman Jones, with 
whom Washburn was in consultation yes- 
terday and who in turn corresponded with 
National Committeeman Reed. But no 
prop»sition came. The committee is at 
last impressed with the fact that the action 
of the democratic state cxecutive commit- 
tec was final. This morning at 7 o'clock 
the sub-committee of five of the populists 
will méot again, If they abide by the 
recommendation of the populist state cen- 
tral committee, the full electoral ticket 
will be taken down. : 

When it was known that this action was 
to be taken yesterday, the republicans 
opened negotiations with the populists 
with the hope of effecting a fusion between 
tle ‘two. Parties on the electoral ‘ticket. 
But. this plan went- through: It was re- 
fused by Seab, Wright,. Tom .Watson and 


other leading populists. .A few populist , 


leaders supported the plan and. urged that 
it be carried through. The republicans in- 
sisted also that the populist8, after they 
had withdrawn their electoral ticket, should 
withdraw their candidates for congress in 
certain districts and that -the repyblicans 
likewise should .take down their congres- 
sional candidates in certain districts and 
establish fusion in that manner over the 
whole state. This offer also met with 
prompt refusal. The friends of Hon. 
Thomas Winn, in the seventh, and Hon. 
W. L. Peek, in the fifth, opposed this 
propositioa, 

The populists have assigned full reasons 
for the withdrawal of the electoral ticket. 
They were not willing to unite with the 
republicans, They see no hope of fusing 
with the democrats after the action of the 
state executive committee: If their elec- 
toral ticket remains in the field, the popu- 
lists see that they will make a poor show- 
ing against the democrats, republicans, 
tight money men and prohibitionists, all 
having tickets. They do not cate to make 
a weak showdown. 

But for the strenuous opposition of Mr. 
Watson, it is understood that fusion would 
have been made with the republicans. The 
republicans agreed to give the populists 
representation upon their electoral ticket 
provided they would withdraw some of their 
nominees for congress. 


All Flock to Bryan. 

With the withdrawal of the electoral 
ticket will come a rush of the populists to 
Bryan. 

Many well-known members of the popu- 
list party were in Atlanta yesterday. They 
had heard of the determination of the 
leaders of their party to take down the 
state electoral ticket. 

“If this is done,” said one of the best- 
known populists, “there will be a stam- 
pede of our people to the democratic ticket. 
It is our desire to see Bryan elected. For 
my part I am willing to overlook any petty 
discussion: I am willing to make sacrifices: 
[I am willing to do anything to further the 
cause of the man whose election means 
more to the people of America than. any 
event since the American revolution.” 

This was the sentiment among the ma- 
jority of populists who gathered here dur- 
ing the day. There were some, of course, 
whose attitude has been of a peculiar na- 
ture during the whole campaign who still 
stuck to.the “‘No Waison—no Bryan” the- 
ory. These will probably go over with the 
McKinley crowd. 

No Action, Said Mr. Reed. 

Committeeman Reed also stated that no 
action had yet been taken in regard to 
withdrawing the ticket. 

“No definite action has been taken yet,”’ 
he said last. night. “I cannot say what will 
be done. I have been in correspondence 
with Mr. Washburn during the day.’’ 

The nature of the communications ‘re. 
ceived from Chicago Mr. Reed would not 
divulge.

ORDER SELECTS OFFICERS FOR THE YEAR 


Future Policy of the Alliance Will Be 
on Non-Partisan Lines—The 
President’s Address.

When President Palmer rapped the con- 
vention yesterday. The session was held 
in the basement of the courthouse, 

“The convention Was called to order at 10 
o'clock vesterday morning by President M. 
L. Palmer. of Rome, and with the excep- 
tion of a short recess at noon was in ses- 
sion until 6 o'clock. 

Briefly stated, the convention elected new 
officers for the ensuing year, decided to 
steer clear of politics and outlined its policy 
for the future. 

The morning session was devoted entire- 
ly to routine matters and the president's 
address read, Various committees 
read reports and the detail workings of 
the order were discussed. 

When President Palmer rapped the con- 
vention to order there were present but 
twenty-one members of the Alliance, repre- 
senting as many lodges in counties scat- 
tered throughout the state. Later in the 
day seven additional members were ad- 
mitted, making the total number who an- 
swered to the roll call twenty-eight. 

President Palmer’s address was listened 
to with much interest. He stated that 
while he deghored the action of the Al- 
liance in allowing politics to interfere with 
the original purposes and plans of the or- 
der, he was glad to say that the future 
was full of promise and indicated pros- 
perity and he believed that if the members: 
leave politics for others 
welfare of the order in t

discuss the 


state would be assured. 

A number of reports and addresses were 
then heard. The members spoke of the 
evils that have come to the order on ac- 
count of the entrance of politics and it was 
the sense of the convention that in the fu- 
ture all politics would be eliminated. 

The fight next year will be made on non- 
partisan lines, especially with the purpose 
ef co-operation with Alliance men in busi- 
ness enterprises. Those who were present 
yesterday declared that they would inthe 
future allow no political ambitions to in- 
terfere with the gpeod of the order and 
were emphatic in their statement that the 
present crippled condition of the state Al- 
liance Was due entirely to politics. 

It was intimated before the session was 
calied to order that several members of 
the Alliance would be censured for their 
political views, but as the session was 
helkd..behind closed doors and no _informa- 
tion whis‘given out, it is not known wheth- 
er this matter was discussed or not. 

President Palmer’s Address. 


The address of President Paimer referred 
to the great decrease in numbers and in- 
terest among the members of the or- 
der. He said that the foundation of the 
order was just as complete at present as 
ever in its history: that its purposes were 
just as noble and its mission as important 
and as sacred as it was in its most pros- 
perous days. The great trouble, he thought, 
was due entirely to the intermingling of 
politics into the order, and he urged the 
delegates to shun politics in the future 
and give their time and attention to the 
demands and requirements of the Alliance. - 

His aadress in full was as follows: 
-*Brethren—Once more under the dispen- 
sations of divine providence have we been 
permitted to assemble ourselves together 
to counsel together in regard to the in- 
terests and the welfare of our order. Those 
eof us who have been permitted to attend 
our annual conventions in the past can 
but view our diminished numbers with 
feelings of sadness and regret. Yet even 
these proper feelings.are to some extent 
soothed when we reflect upon the great 
and beneficent work in diffusing 
such useful knowledge among our people 
as will inevitably lead to great and wise 
reforms which will tend to promote the 
permanent prosperity, not only of our own 
state, but of the whole nation.

Another State Into South Caro- 
lina—Argument -Continued. 


Washington, October 21.—Somewhat un- 
expectedly to the officers of the court and 
to the attorneys engaged the argument 
upon what are known as the South Caro- 
lina dispensary law cases was begun in 
the supreme court of the United States to- 
day. In the enforcement: of the law the 
state officials came in conflict with federal 
officers which resulted in bringing the law 
to the attention of the supreme court upon 


, 


bar, the validity of the law, as far as it 


into the state by private citizens for their 
own consumption, is at stake. Liquors so 
imported had been seized by the constables 
appointed to enforce the dispensary law 
and James Donald, a citizen, brought suit 
against four of the constables for an in- 
junction to restrain them from seizing in 
the future any ales, wines of liquors im- 
ported into the state by himself for his 
personal use and consumption. 

The case was filed in the United States 
circuit court and after a hearing} the court 
granted the injunction asked for. From 
the decree the constables appealed to the 
Supreme court of the United States. At- 
torney General W. A. Barber appealed on 
behalf of the constable {n support of the 
law. In connection with the papers in the 
case he submitted to the court a sugges- 
tion that anact passed March 6th last 
by the legislature of South Carolina super- 
sedes and repeals part of the original dis- 
pensary law and he moved ‘‘that the said 
act be considered by the court in the de- 
termination of the appeal in this case.” 

Mr. J. P. K. Bryan appeered for Donald. 
The court.adjcurnea before he had con- 
cluded his argument. 

Mr. Barber contended that the suit in- 
stituted by Dorald was in effect a suit 
against the state; thac the federal court 
had no jurisdicticn of the case, presenting 
no question erising under the laws or 
constitution of the United States, and that 
the law, in so far as it prohibits persons 


state for personal use and consumption, 
is in the lawful exercise of. the police 
power of the state and is not in confiict 
with the constitution and interstate com- 
mere laws of the United States. 

Replying to the argument of Attorney 
‘General Barber, Mr. J. P. K. Bryan, coun- 
sel for Donalkd, contended that so much 
of the dispensary law as forbids a citizen 
of South Carolina to purchase in other 
states and to import into that state alco- 
holic liquors tor his own use and con- 
sumption, the products of other states, dis- 
criminates against the products and citi-

Washington, D. C., October 21.—Although 
the proceedings of the board of directors 
of the Catholic university, which began its 
sessicn today, were hedged about with se- 
erecy, some portion of the business trans- 
acted has become known. 

It was anticipated that the vacancies in 
the board to be filled today would be filled 
by the selection of churchmen not in sym- 
pathy with Archbishop Ireland and Bishop 
Keane. The contrary, however, proved to 
be the case, 

The resignation of Bishop Keane as a 
member of the board, tendered at the same 
time that he resigned the headship of the 
university, at the request of the pope,, was 
declined. This action was, of course, largely 
due to the personal regard in which the 
deposed rector was held. Another vacancy 
had been caused in the board by the death 
of Bishop Marty, of St. Cloud, who, dur- 
ing his life, was a strong adherent of the 
party opposed to Archbishop Ireland, and 
it was supposed that«his successor would 
hold similar views, Archbishop Riordan, of 
San Francisco, a friend of Archbishop 
Ireland’s, was elected,.and this, it is clalm- 
ed, places a strong and influential member 
of the American party in the board. 

The meeting was presided over by Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, as chancellor of the university. 
Among other directors present were: Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, of New York; ArcKbishop 
Williams, of Boston; Archbishop Ryan, of 
Philadelphia; Archbishop Ireland, of St. 
Paul; Archbishop Chappell, of Santa Fe; 
Bishop Maes, of Covington; Bishop Foley, 
of Detroit; Bishop Horstman, of Cleveland; 
Bishop Farley, auxiliary bishop of New 
York; Rev. Father Thomas 8. Lee, pastor 
of St. Matthews church of this city, and 
Mr. Thomas BE. Waggaman, also of Wash- 
ington. 

There were present also as ex-officio 
members of the board, who were not enti- 
tled to a vote on any of the questions pre- 
sented, Archpishops Elder of Cincinnati, 
Katzer of Milwaukee, Riordan of San Fran- 
cisco, Kain of St. Louis, Gross of Oregon, 
and Feehan of Ch'cago. 

Chair of Gaelic Literature. 

The board held a special meeting at 4 
o'clock to receive the endowment fund of 
$50,000 raised by the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians for the establishment of a chair 
of Gaelic literature in the university. The 
presentation. was madé in McMahon hail, 
which was decorated with the papal colors, 
yellow and white, mingled. with the red, 
white and blue. A committee of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians occupied seats 


' on the platform. P. J. O'Connor, of Sa- 
vannah, president of the order, made the. 


presentation speech. 

Cardinal Gibbons.accepted the donation 
on behalf of the university. He devoted a 
considerable portion, of his remarks to the 
past history of the Gaelic tongue and lit- 
erature and the hénored place they heid, 
in the esteem of all modern philologians and 
referred to it as being, during the last half 
century, the object of profound research. 


As to Keane’s Successor. 


The board of directors later eave out the 
following list of names they had selected 


»to be forwarded to Rome, from which it 


is expected the holy father will select one 
for the rectorship of the Catholic univer- 
sity: Rev. T. J. Conaty, 8.D., of Worrester,

WILEY THOMPSON ACQUITTED « 


PROSECUTION FAILED TO MAKE 
_ f& CASE AGAINST HIM. — 


Jury Rendered, Verdict of Not Guilty 
While in Their Seats—Story of 
Garvin Allen’s Slaying. 


Columbia, S. C., October 21.—(Special.)— 
At Aiken the trial of Wiley Thompson, of 
Augusta, chargéd with the murder of Gar- 
vin Allen, of the same place, at Mrs. Jop- 
lin’y place, near Bath, S. C., on the 22d of 
last January, was taken up this morning 
and for some time it was thought that the 
case would be a long one, but witness after 
witness was put up by Solicitor Bellinger 
and the closest examination made of each, 
but the case grew weaker and weaker for 
the prosecution and at about 3:80 o’clock, 
when the last witness for the state. con- 
cluded his testimony, Solicitar Bellinger 
turned and requested the judge to charge 
the jury to. render a verdict of not guilty, 
and the jury complied with the request 
without leaving their seats. 

Young Thompson was defended. by 
Messrs. G. W. Croft and D. S. Henderson, 
of Aiken, and Mr. W.._T. Davidson, of Au- 
gusta, while the. solicitor was alone for 
the state. 

The facts of the case are as follows: 
Last January Mrs. Joplin gave a dance at 
her place to several of her young friends 
and invited several young men from <Au- 
gusta and among them “Mr. Thompson, 
Several who were not invited came, and 
among them was Garvin Allen. In this 
latter party, it is said, Was a young man 
named Wilson, who bought whisky for the 
crowd and when they arrived at the dance 
they were under its influence. The young 
men who were in the invited party in- 
sisted that the intruders should leave. They 
started back to Augusta, but lost their way 
and returned. A row ensued and Garvin 
was shot. Wilson and Geddis, whé accom- 
panied him, took him back to Augusta, but 
he died on the road. The shot which killed 
him «was fired from the dark and no proof 
could be had that pointed to Thompson.

Rambusch, the absconding banker frm 
Juneau, Wis., killed himself here last night. 

Rambusch got here 
registered at the hotel as C. T. 
He Pas been visitine the Satrietelda since, 
He shot himself In the national cemctery 
here. Vhe boay« wus found hi uw sittiaig 
posture, the hand still grasping «he pistol 
with which he had shot himself in the 
right temple, He left a note saying he 
wished to die among his comrades, One 
hundred and twenty-five dollars was found 
on the body. 

It was evident from papers found on 
Rambusch’s person that he had contem- 
plated sulcide. but was hastened in com- 
mitting the deed by the appearance in 
yesterdav'’s evening papers of a cut of him- 
self and a detailed account of his crime. 

His Last Letter. 

fe addressed a letter to the Presbyterian 
minister here asking that he offer a prayer 
over his grave and beg heaven's protection 
to his wife and daughier. lie equeated 
that his remains be buried here and that 
parties named by him be wired to come 
here and identify his bedy in order that 
his family would have no trouble in secur- 
ing the insurance money. He claimed when 
he came here that he was in ill health and 
had been ordered by his physictan to seek 
rest and recreation, and as he had not 
visited the battlefields of this section since 
he participated in the stormy scenes of 
the war. he had come to this place. 

Arranged for His Bills. 

Iie had no effects with him save a small 
hand satchel, in which were a change of 
underwear and a‘few other small belong- 
ings and $125 found on his person; this he 
requested to be used in settling for his un- 
paid hotel bill and funeral expenses. He 
Was very methodical in all he did and 
went to Ris death with a deliberation and 
calmness that only a man of iron herve 
could command. Those who came in con- 
tact with him here were impressed with 
his intelligence and dignified manner. 
verdict of the, coroner’s jury was: ‘*Mur- 
dered by his own hand.”’ 

Telegrams: have been received from 
friends in Wisconsin and New York, rut 
as they are somewhat conflicting the send- 
ers have been summoned here in person.

Among those who 
Were indicted with him were Lem Burch, 
Charley Clements, John Lancaster, 
Wright Laneaster, Lewis Wright and Ben 
Moore. It appeared from the evidence at 
the murder trial that all of these except 
Moore were implicated in the murder of 
Forsyth, they having agreed to pay Rich 
lierring, a desperate negro, to kiil him. 
Herring went to Forsyth's home at night, 
Stepped on the porch and shot Forsyth 
dead through a window. Herring escaped 
and Was never captured. 

On trial Burch pleaded guilty and was 
afterwards pardoned.

John Lancaster ahd Knight were 
convicted of conspiracy and sentenced to 
six years in the penitentiary.

SUGGESTION FROM MAYOR-ELECT 
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Believes the City’s Tax Collecting Sys- 
tem Can Be Changed. 

Mr. Charles A. Collier, mayor-elect, has 
made a suggestion which may result in an 
effort being made to change the existing 
system of collecting taxes in Atlanta. Mr. 
Collier’s idea has met with the approval of 
a number of his friends in the council. 

Mr. Collier thinks that the city ought to 
have a quarterly collection system of pay; 
ing taxes. He suggests that if the city col- 
lected its taxes quarterly the property own- 
ers would be able to meet their obligations 
for taxes promptly and that thecity would 
not then. have to borrow money during the 
year to meet its requirements, as at pres- 
ent. Hie thinks that if taxes should be paid 
quarterly the city would always have plen- 
tv of money on hand, making it unneces- 
sary to pay interest on $200,000 borrowed 
money every year. 

It may be that an effort will be made to 
secure legislation on the subject this fall. 
The general assembly would first have to 
amend the city charter before the change 
in the system could be made.

The outcome of the effort of the dem- 
ocratic leaders of Georgia to secure fu- 
sion wiih the populist leaders on fair 
amd equitable terms will be read with in- 
tense interest by every patriotic voter 
in Georgia.

Turkey isa gold standard country and 
the poverty-stricken condition of the 
Turks is a magnificent indorsement of 
the gold standard policy. Surely if the 
organs of the money power can cite Mex- 
ico as a product of free silver legisla- 
tion, it is perfectly right and proper for 
the advocates of bimetallism to cite Tur- 
key as a product of gold legislation. Be- 
.tween the vile degradation of the Otto- 
man @¢mpire and the prosperous condi- 
tion of Mexico there is a difference of 
respectability as wide as.the ocean 
which rolls between them.

Judicially Condemned. 

In the following decision, rendered & 
few days ago, Justice McSherry, of the 
Maryland supreme court, pays his re- 
spects to the coercive plan of campaign 
adopted by the republicans: 

If a creditor threatens to call in his 
mortgage debt, or to demand payment 
of a promissory note or other claim 
unless the debtor shall vote as the cred- 
itor wishes, the ereditor thereby makes 
himself amenable to the law. If an em- 
ployer threatens to discharge his em- 
ployes or to eut down their wages un- 
less the employe shall vote as the em- 
ployer requires, the employer by that 
threat, ho matter how covertly or in- 
directly made or ¢ommunicated, tenders 
himself Hable, upon conviction, to serve 
a term of five years in the penitentiary, 
and it makes no difference who the em- 
ployer may be. He may be a private 
indivdiual or an officer, agent, superin- 
tendent or boss of a corporation or a 
firm. 


Emanating from the supreme bench of 
Maryland, the foregoing decision will 
doubtless have a salutary effect upon 
the campaign. It embodies one of the 
essential principles of the government, 
and breathes the spirit of patriotism and 
absolute justice. 

The only thing to be regretted in con- 
nection with this remarkable decision 
is that it comes rather late in the cam- 
paign. Still, it will, no doubt,’ accom- 
pish some good and prevent. large num- 
bers In Maryland, at. least, from apply- 
ing the coercive lash to intelligent and 
honest laboring men, If every state in 
the union should adopt the precedent 
established by Maryland and make it 
criminal for men to coerce their em- 
ployes, it would soon put a stop to the 
flagrant and oft-repeated violation of 
one of the most sacred rights of citi- 
zenship. . 
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What the Country Has Suffered, 

Such has been the depressing effect 
of the single gold standard upon the val- 
ue of property in most of the states of 
the union since 1808 that greater loss 
could hardly have been sustained dur- 
ing the same.interval of time had a de- 
vastating army swept across the coun- 
try, blighting everything in its path. 

As harsh as this statement may sound, 
it is: nevertheless true, and the facts 
necessary to substantiate it are at hand, 

During the year immediately follow- 
ing the adoption af the single gold stand- 
ard in 1898 there was a general falling 
off in the value of property all over the 
country, except in a few of the eastern 
states, : 

These fortunate states, as it happened, 
formed a chain along the Atlantic coast— 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, 
New Jersey, Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts,. Delaware, Connecticut and Maine, 
Notwithstanding the depression which 
prevailed in other parts of the country, 
the value of property in Tiese states 
continued steadily to increase. 

As a result of the first year’s experi- 
ence with the single gold standard the 
value of property in thirty-one states of 
the union declined as follows;

It will be observed from the foregoing 
table that the far-off little state of 
Washington with its sparsely settled ter- 
ritory suffered to the extent of $37,277,- 
644. In view of the suffering which 
the single gold standard has entailed up- 
on that state it is not surprising that 
Washington should be lost to the repub- 
licans in this campaign. 

‘But the question arises in this con- 
nection: Why have the several states 
just mentioned suffered because of the 
single gold standard while those along 
the upper coast of the Atlantic have 
prospered under the same financial pol- 
icy? The answer to this question is 
perfectly simple. It is in thestates of 
New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and Neg Jer- 
sey that the balk of the nation’s wealth 
is concentrated, It is largely in these 
states that the\rich creditors of the 
country reside. To this fortunate class 
the single gold standurd has been a 
source of increased revenue for the sim- 
ple reason that its operation has en- 
hanced the value of the coin in which 
their contracts are payable. Money has 
been plentiful in these states on account 
of the inequalities of the single gold

And Dr. Robins Will Almost Cer- 
tainly Be Called on To Face the 
- Charge of Heresy—He Wili 
Defend His Position 
Vigorously. 


The charge of heresy against Dr. } 


John B. Robins will hinge upon the 
definition of the word ‘‘regeneration.”’ 
The definition of it given by Dr. 
Robins differs broadly, his critics say, 
from the definition of the Methodist 
creed. : 

Below are given three definitions: 

‘“‘Regeneration—(Theol.)—The en- 
tering into a new spiritual life; the 
act of becoming, or of being made 
Christian; that change by which holy 
affections and purposes are substi- 
tuted for the opposite motives in the 
heart. 

““*He saved us by the washing of 
regeneration and renewing of the Holy 
Ghost.’—Titus, iii, 5.—Webster’s Dic- 
tionary. 

“A change of heart through the 
operation of the Holy Spirit.’’—Ortho- 
dox definition. 

‘“‘How are children regenerated? In 
the child’s moral life the mother is a 
church, generation, a civilization, 
spiritual powers inhere in its nature, 
but they must be fed on spiritual 
food. This is found in a right home, 
in Sunday schools, in the church, in 
humanity, in God. By and by the 
little heaft is awakened, the time of 
quickening comes and the spiritual 
life reveals itself. It knows noth- 
ing of God, except what it sees of 
Him in parent and teachers. Children 
need to be born again, not because they 
are sinners, but because it is a neces- 
sity in their spiritual growth. All 
children will be regenerated, provided 
there is spiritual sustenance in their 
environment.’’—Dr. John B. Robins. 


There are 250 men in the conference to 
which Dr. John B. Robins belongs. They 
assemble at Dalton next month. 

If, when Dr. Robins’s name is called, one 
member raises the question of heresy, 
which has been so breezily and so actively 
raised on the outside, the doctor will have 
to stand trial for heresy. 

That his name could pass without ob- 
jection in the wake of the storm of dis- 
approval that has been waging around the 
West. End minister's head is not regarded 
as possible by any one acquainted with 
the state of fealing among the ministers. 

The criticisms that have been made up- 
on Dr. Robins have stirred the church to 
its depths. It has wrought division in the 
church, so far as opinion goes, and there 
have rallied around Dr. Rcbins many of 
the strongest men of the denomination, 
while many others have joined with his 
critics. 

The very conservative orthodox element 
of the church are almost solid in their 
open opposition te Dr. Robins’s views. 
while the more aggressive thinkers approve 
the stand he has taken. 

Little else is talked about among the 
ministers now and the differences between 
Dr. Robins and his critics was the sole 
question of discussion with them yester- 
day. 

It chanced that a large number of the 
most prominent church leaders of the state 
gaihered in Atlanta yesterday, Eight pre- 
siding elders and a number of other heavy- 
Weights of the Methodist church in Geor- 
gia were present. The o@tasion of the 
meeting was the annual session of the 
beard of trustees of The Wesleyan Chris- 
tion Advccate. 

They were at The Advocate office, on the 
fourth floor of the Equitable, all day, and 


while they wera not discussing business. 


they talked of “John Robins’s views.” 
Drs. Myers and Carey Here. 

Dr. H. P. Myers, one of Dr. Robins’s 
most cutting and uncompromising critics, 
is secretary of the trustees, and he was 
present. Dr. Clement C. Carey, another 
one of Dr. Robins’s most energetic oppo- 
nents, was there. Neither of these gentle- 
men had anything to add to what they 
have written. 

Dr. Myers has written three plain-spoken 
articles criticising Dr, Robins in a severe 
and pointed style scarcely ever known be- 
tween ministers. Thése articles have op- 
beared in The Wesleyan Christian Advo- 
aie and the last one appeared in yester- 
Gay’s Jssue of that journal. 

The significance of Dr. Myefs’s articles 
4s that Dr. Robins is guilty of rank heresy 
‘And is not worthy to fill the high places 
In the church to which he has been ap- 
‘Pointed. Dr. Myers has not minced words 
Sid has not hesitated to say what he 
Means. 

In replying to Dr. Myers and Dr. Carey, 
Dr. Robins has not covered up what he 
Wishes to say. He has dealt In plain terms.

H@ has read the 
book. He was slightly reluctant in giving 
an expression, but stated that the book 
of Dr. Robins certainly did not harmonize 
with some of the leading principles of 
Methodism. 

Dr. John W. Heidt, who is Dr. Robins's 
presiding elder, was present, but would 
give no expression. He has read the book, 
but declined to ,five an expression of 
opinion. 

“My relation to Dr. Robins,” said he, 
“is a delicate one, and I, of course, could 
say nothing of the afair.” 

Dr. Robins was in hearty good humor 
with his brother ministers and enjoyed their 
Sallies of wit and their remarks about his 
book. He and Dr. Myers and Dr. Carey 
did not come in. contact. 

Dr. Walker Lewis’s Views. 

Dr. Walker Lewis yesterday gave his 
views of the beok in a very interesting 
talk. He said: 

“I am unwilling to be considered as hold- 
ing the views about Dr. Robins’s late book 
expressed in yesSterday’s Constitution. 
While I do not agree with the gifted au- 
thor is a few matters merely incidental to 
the object of the discussion, I heartily in- 
dorse and applaud the main contention of 
his work. There is rich, varied and abun- 
dant thought in the production. It draws 
and is charming enough to be read almost 
at a sitting. It is full of vigorous truth 
and noble sentiment. 

“It is not, strictly speaking, Methodist, 
although it is not really contrary to the 
teachings of the church. Apparently it 
seems so, in the matter of regeneration; 
but Dr. Robins employs the term in a sense 
other than the one usually attached to it, 
and he must be judged by his own defini- 
tion of the term as he uses it. He uses it 
rather in the sense of personal quickening 
than of moral change. Take this view of 
his teachings on regeneration and modify 
his proposition that ‘character is inherited’ 
so as to read the tendency to character i8 
inherited, and I recall no proposition of the 
book I would combat. ; 

“It is not a ‘Methodist’ book, but it Is 
better. It is an independent one. All truth 
is not inside of Methodist theology. There 
are many fields of thought outside of our 
church creed,-and thinking men are going 
to explore them.and report the results of 
their search. It is too late to cry heresy. 
The man who holds to Christ and the Holy 
Spirit cannot be heretic to hurt. The worst 
of heresy is not in respect to doctrine, 
but in respect to life. Dr. Robins has done 
a good work and it is a pity that so many 
are ready to stone him for it. But he 
may.well congratulate himself because of 
the mental characteristics of some who 
will criticise him. The advocacy of any 
doctrine by some men who smell only 
heresy in a garden of flowers brings it in- 
to discredit. Their opposition to a cause 
is best proof of its rock-girt foundation. 
No thesis in favor of Christianity’s divine 
origin is half so satisfactory as the fact 
that some men’s advocacy of these claims 
has nét destroyed them. This book de- 
serves life because of some of its enemies. 

“It is to be hoped that Dr. Robins will 
recast the book and guard himself against 
misconception. Should that be done this 
book will have a long life of usefulness in 
the literary world. For its many excel- 
lencies let readers confess their indebted- 
ness. Its faults are few.” 

Dr. Robins’s Contention. 

In a nutshell, the question which will be 
raised in the North Georgia- conference 
bears on the definition of ‘regeneration.’ 
This word is vital to any religion. 

Dr. Robins’s position is that sin is not 
a necessary condition of regeneration. 
There can be regeneration without sin. 
Regeneration may come through the good 
influences of religious parents. He will not 
accept the idea of total depravity. He ad- 
mits that children are horn with Jnherited 
tendencies to evil and argues that they are 
also born with tendencies to good. 

This is the idea which the . orthodox. 
Methodist combat, 

Dr. Robins Will Answer. 

Dr. Robins will answer the critics of his 
book. He has written a reply to the article 
written ‘by Rev. Clement C. Carey, which 
reply will be published in the next issue of 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate. Dr. 
Robins will not attempt to answer aj! his 
critics, but after all the criticisms are in, 


he will probably reply tod all of them col- 


lectively. : 
He says his book was written to refiect 


his own Views, and not those of the Meth- 
odist church, and he intends to defend it. 
The doctor came up town yesterday 
morning from his home in West End, and 
was besieged by people who wanted to dls- 
cuss his book with him—a topic which, as 


_shown in The Constitution yesterday, has 


created a big sensation among the .mem- 
bers of the Methodist church. 

In defending his book, Dr. Robins will not 
claim that that part of it which has been 
objected to by Drs. Carey and Myers, and 
others, is Methodist doctrine. He will 
simply say that it is authorized by the 
teachings of the new testament. Dr. Rob- 
ins wrote his reply to Dr. Carey yesterday, 
and it is Ikely that it is couched in as 
plain words as was the latter docter’s 
criticism. ‘ 

He will explain the sense in which he 
employed certain words in his pook. He 
wll give his meaning of the word regener- 
:°'>n, He will stand by the book in detail, 
ci... ning that regeneration of children can 
occur when there is no depravity of nature. 

This wag tne doctor’s strongest point in 
his book, and the one most objected to by 
his critics. They say it is not orthodox, 
and Dr. Robins readily admits that it is 
not. Dr. Robins’s text is,. “I contend for 
the regeneration of man because of his God- 
given nature, and independent of sin.” 

“Doctor, what is the exact sense in which 
you see the word ‘regeneration,’ and in 
‘what sense ddes the Methodist, denomina- 
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Harry J. Love,“a well-known young man, 
twenty-three years of age, was knocked 
down across the railroad track near the 
Mitchell street crossing and run over by 
five freight cars, being instantly killed, 
The wheels of the cars passed over the 


Cried, “Oh, My God!” 

Mr. M. N. Yarborough, a coupler in the 
employ of the Central road, who was pres- 
ent at the time of the accident, testified 
that he saw three cars run over Love, but 
did not know whether the first two did so 
or not. He was near Love when the acci- 
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mite inference from the Master’s words to 
Nicodemus. The Master iilustrated one by 
the other, and said nothing about sin in 
either. If this is heresy I am persuaded 
that our Lord was a heretic, and I leave 
Brother Carey to Settle with Him. 

“Tl eare not how many people or churches 
teach a principle, if it be clear to my own 
mind that Jesus taught differently, I will 
adhere to Him, let the world and the 
churches think and do as they may. If 
that is heresy, then I am a heretic. 


Dr. Lee Commends Him. 
Dr. J. W. Lee, of St, Louis, one of the 


most prominent Methodist ministers in the 


United States, has written Dr. Robins a 


letter, highly commending the book, Dr. _ 
Louis 


Lee will review the work in The St. 
Christian..News. In his letter, Dr. 
says: 

“We must call the attention of our people 
to something higher than the mercantile 
ideas that are now dominating the minds 
of the peopie.”’ 

Dr. Robins considers this as high a testi- 
monial as he has received. It would seem 
that Dr. Lee would call the attention of 
the church to higher ideas than those to 
which it has so long held. : se 

“The Family: A Necessity of Civil.zation 
wus begun by Dr. Robins ten years ago. It 
was written and rewritten twice, Dr. Robins 
began his book when he was a pastor in 
Eloerton. He had just begun to study the 
question of regeneration at that time. All 
along he has expected that his book would 
meet with severe criticism. For that reason 
he took the precaution to let no one ex- 
cept his daughter, who helped him correct 
the proofs, see it. He did this, he says, 
because he wanted to be entirely responsi- 
ble for it. He did not want any indorse- 
ment of the book before it was published, 
so that no one save himself could be blamed 
for it. 

Will Defend It if Called On. 

The author does not think that his book 
will be a subject for discussion at the 
meeting of the Methodist conference next 
month. If it is, he will defend it as an ex- 
pression of his views only, and not a8 a 
church doctrine. 

Dr. Robins has replied at length to a 
cr.ticism of this book by Dr. Carey that ap- 
peared in The Tennessee Methodist. A 
portion of this article by Dr. Robins is 
rather salty, he attempting to show that

Dr. Carey should not engage in a contro-~ 


versy of any sort, for certain reasons. The 
following is an extract from the letter: 

“Brother Carey is one man who ought 
never to emgage in a controversy Of ay 
sort, and especially a rel.gious controversy. 

“The reasons are these: 

‘), He brings to every question a preju- 
diced mina! kor instance, he condemned 
my book in The Tennessee Method.st, some 
weeks ago, before he had ever read a word 
of it. “ihney say’ was ail the autnority or 


‘knowledge ne had. 


“2. In the second place, he i8 incapable 
of stating a fact. He does not mean to 
misrepresent anything, but he is so con- 
st.tuted mentally that he cannot state a 
fact as it is. Proof of this is seen in his 
article. He says my ‘guns are trained 
directly upon one ot the mudsill doctr.nes 
ef the Methodist church, ‘‘original sin.” 
Now the fact is, these is not a single word 
in my book against the doctrine of ‘original 
sin’ or ‘inher.ted evil.’ I state in page 56, 
‘Before entering into such proof, I deem it 
necessary \to state that I believe in in- 
herited tendencies to evil, but I cannot be- 
Heve in the totality of the thing.’ 

“At the close of his article he appends 
a note as follows: “This article was sent to 
The Wesleyan Christ.an Advocate, but the 
editor declined to publish it.’ The editor, 
as I have good reason to know, did not de- 
clne to publish that article. He d.d not 
mean to state an untruth, but he did fail 
to state a fact. 

‘He received data which would have en- 
abled him to state the facts about Dr. 
Lee’s book, the ‘Illustrated New Testa- 
ment,’ and the article wag sent to him for 
this purpose. Instead of correcting his 
article according to the facts, he sent it for 
publication to The Tennessee Methodst, 
and published it as it was originally writ- 
ten. He did not mean to say what was 
not true, but he did misstate the facts. 

“2 Brother Carey ought to get the beam 
out of his own eye before he undertakes 
to remove motes from the eyes of other 
people. He ought to be certain he is a 
Methodist before he sits in judgment on 
*,e Methodism of other people. Time and 
again Brother Carey has contended for pol- 
icies and principles not known among 
Methodists. One such policy is that of in- 
dorsing and defending irresponsible per- 
sons, who claim to be preachers, One prin- 
ciple that Brother Carey has contended for 
is ‘inbred sin’ in believers. Mr. Wesley cut 
out of the VII Article of Religion the fol- 
lowing words, among others: ‘And this 
infection of nature doth remain, yea in 
them that are regenerated.’ A Methodist 
does not believe that statement. Brother 
Carey does. For these reasons I do not 
think Brother Carey ought to engage in 
any sort of controversy. I say this in 
kindness to him, and without imputing to 
him an improper motive or a wrong im- 
pulse. These are simply defects that he 
cannot overcome, and which unfit him for 
debate.” 

“The time is long distant when we will 
all be wise enough to think alike on one 
subject,”” Dr. W. Roberts said. He, like 
other ministers here, not having read the 
book has nothing to say of its merits just 


now. ‘

middle of his body, and he was cut almost 
in two. His two arms were crushed to a 
jelly and his left leg was broken. 

‘Mr. Leve-is a son of Dr. William Abram 
Love, the well-known physician who re- 
sides at 287 Whitehall street. He lives at 
that place with his parents and workéd as 
a through-bill clerk for the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad. He was twenty-three 
years of age, and one of the most popular 
young men in the city. 

Shortly after eating his breakfast yester- 
day morning Mr. Love mounted his wheel 
and started to work. As is customary, he 
rode down the railroad tracks. The path 
between the tracks is very smooth, and is 
frequented to a large extent by cyclists of 
the city, 

Mr. Love rode without accident as far 
as Nelson street bridge. At that point a 
switch crosses the bicycle track, and it 
was necessary for him to dismount here. 
When he dismounted he started across the 
switch, rolling the bicycle with his right 
hand, Just as he stepped on the track 
five heavy boxcars, being switched by a 
Central switch engine, rolled up behind 
him, knocked him across the track, run- 
ning over him and crushing his life out. 

The cars which ran over him were not 
attached to an engine, but had been 
shoved by engine No. 1136, and were running 
by themselves. Mr. Love had passed them, 
but apparently did’ not see that the switch 
was turned to run them on the track he 
was standing so close to, 

At the time he dismounted from his 
wheel the regular passenger train of the 
Central road was leaving the city on track 
No. 2, and he was evidently absorbed in 
watching it. He‘was not standing on the 
track when struck by the cars, but was 
standing so close to them that the cars 
could not pass him without striking him, 

Only One Eyewitness. 

There is some question as to whether Mr. 
Love was knocked across the rail, or 
whether he stumbled and fell. From what 
those who were near at the time say, it 


- would seem that the cars knocked him 


down and then passed over him. It is 
known that he did not see the cars, since 
they were running very slow, and without 
making any noise. The pegson nearest him 
was attracted by hearing him cry, “Oh, 
my God!” Those were the last words he 
was heard to utter, and when persons 
nearby came to where he was lying he was 
already dead. 


The track on which Love was killed was | 


known as track No 1, and belonged to the 
Central railroad. The spot where he met 
death was immediately beneath Nelson 


street bridge. 
The Family Notified. 
As soon as it, was found that Mr. Love 


| 


was dead, his body was removed from the , 


tracks to the Central railroad depot. From 
there it was taken to the undertaking 
establishment of H. M. Patterson, 
there prepared for burial. 

Dr. Love, the father of the young man, 
was in Rome at the time of the accident. 
He wes just recovering from a long and 
severe spell of sickness, and had gone 
there to regain his health. The other mem-

dent occurred, and was attracted by hear- 
ing him cry, “Oh, my God!’ He did not 
see him when he fell across the track, and 


* didn’t see him before the accident took 


place. Mr. J. H. Davis, a switchman in the 
employ of the Central road, stated that he 
was at the Mitchell street crossing watch- 
ing the regular passenger train pull gut. 
He didn’t see Love fall, but saw the trucks 
of all the cars except the first truck of the 
front car pass over his body. 

C. W. Kitchens, a coupler in the employ 
of the Central road, was the only witness 
who testified who saw’ Love when he dis- 
mounted. He stated that he was nearby, 
and saw Love when he came to the switch. 
He saw him dismount. and saw the cars 
Several feet behind him. He thought the 
cats were going in another direction, and 
something else attracting his attention, he 
never noticed Love. He saw him after the 
train had rolled by. 


Did He Stumble? 

The only eye-witness to the accident was 
Mr, H. L. Holland, an employe of the At- 
lanta Cab and Baggage Company. He was 
on the outgoing train when the accident 
occurred. He was going to meet the in- 
coming train in order to check baggage to 
different parts of the city. 

He saw the entire affair, and told it to 
newspaper men yesterday morning. “I was 
on the outgoing passenger train about 7:30 
o'clock this morning,”’ he said. “I saw MF. 
Love as he rode down the track, and when 
he dismounted to lift his wheel over the 
rails. He was watching the train I was 
on, and did not see the cars approaching 
from behind. As he dismounted to carry 
the wheel across the switch I saw it fall 
away from him. The edge of the first car 
struck him on the shoulder and knocked 
him across the rail. 


Shut His Eyes. 

“When I saw the cars were going to run 
over the young man I involuntarily shut 
my eyes, because I did not wish to see him 
crushed and mangled. I could not say 
whether ithe stumbled and fell across the 
track, or whether he was struck and 
knocked across it.’’ 

Jury Blamed No One. 

After hearing the evidence as given in 
by, the different witnesses, the coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that blamed no one 
for young Love’s death. The verdict was 
as follows: 

“We, the jury, impaneled and sworn to 
inquire into the cause of the death of H. J. 
Love, now lying dead before us, find’ from 
the evidence of the witnesses that the said 
H. J. Love came to his death from being 
run over by four or five boxcars cut loose 
from engine 1136, on track No. 1, of the 
Central railroad, near Nelson street bridge, 
about 7:30 o’clock a. m., on October 21, 1896.” 

Funeral This Afternoozi. 

Harry Love was one of the best known 
young men in Atlanta, and had hundreds 
of friends who will be grieved to learn of 
his sad and sudden death. He was one of 
the trusted employes of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company, and in his 
death they lose a valuable man. He was 
popular with the young men of the ven 
and many of them called to see his body 
yesterday. 

The funeral will take place this afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock from the residence of hig 
father, 23 Whitehall street. The body will 
be laid to rest at Oakland cemetery.

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SHOT WAS INSTANTLY FATAL 


No Cause for the Deed Except that 
He Had Been Drinking 
Heavily of Late. 


At 9 o'clock last night Pliny Upchurch, a 
young white man, went to his home at the 
corner of Decatur street and the Boule- 
vard, told his wife goodby and deliberately 
put an end to his life by putting a bullet 
in his brain. He had been drinking; there 
was no other cause to prompt the act. 

Upchurch was employed as a spring bed 
maker at the Gholstin spring bed factory, 
néar Decatur street. Heo had  »been 
married about two years, his wife 
having been Miss Jones, of Carroll 
céunty. He leaves his young wife and one 
child. 

Upchurch committed suicide in a most 
deliberate manner. He was drinking slight- 
ly when he went from his work in the 
evening and he went to Hughes's saloon, on 
Decatur street, and asked for beer. Mr.

MINERS’ WAGES ARE CUT 


Strike Produces Hunger and Troops 
Called Out Do Murder. 


PRICE OF FUEL GOES UP TWO DOLLARS TON 


McKinley’s Man Unloads and Clears 
$4,000,000—Workmen Are  . 
Then Settled With. 


Cleveland, O., October 21.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—One of the most interesting 
contributions to the campaign literature is 
a lengthy articlé by Al Lewis in The New 
York Journal on Hanna as a friend to la- 
bor, in which he presents a graphic picture 
that is proving valuable as a campaign 
document, for it shows just what McKinley 
and McKinleyism stand for to the la- 
boring nfan. In the course of it the writer 
Says: 

“Hanna is worth $20,000,000; he controls 
$20,000,000. more. Robed in this power of 
wealth, what good has he done? To what 
door of want has he appointed relief? 
What stricken one has he uplifted, what 
orphan upheld?- To what famine-bitten face 
has he brought the. hue and rounded line 
of health? : 

“Let the starved ones ‘of Spring Valley 
say. Owner of a hundred coal mines, to 
what cold hearth has he furnished the fire- 
light of comfort? With a navy of his own 
has he saved lives? Ask of those skulls and 
skeletons of former sailor folk down deep 
on the bottoms, with the great lakes piled 
above. They were Hanna's sailors, swept 
overboard to drown like dogs. When these 
poor sailor pedple asked at the hands of 
congress a law to paint a load line on the 
ships—a line which years ago English law 
and Plimsoll gave to English seanren—it 
was Hanna who headed a prompt lobby 
against it, and Hanna's money struck t 
measure down. Today it lies dead in those 
charnel houses of congress, the commit- 
tee rooms—dead by the act of Hanna. 

“Hanna mrakes but one claim to charity 
performed; demands to be credited with 
but one act of benevolent grace. Hanna 
and his white house syndicate paid Mc- 
Kinley’s debts. 

“But when one pries into this generous 
gust of money-giving one finds that the 
$118,000 worth of McKinley’s notes are still 
preserved, unreceipted by the syndicate and 
undestroyed. They are not McKinley’s yet. 
They are the chains and fetters which 
bind him to the will of this syndicate. They 


“are the reasons—these $118,000 worth of 


promissory notes—why McKinley substi- 
tues ‘gold’ for ‘silver’ in his ritual of 
finance, and bows tamely to this syndicate, 
a& mere prisoner of debt. 

** ‘And this $118,000 to free McKinley,’ says 
Hanna, ‘was the spontaneous offering of a 
greatful people.’ 


A Promise and a Threat. 


“There is a gentleman named Rathbone, 
who lives at Hamilton, O. He was a con- 


.tributor to the ‘McKinley fund’ to pay that 


candidate’s debts. He ‘contributed’ at the 
‘invitation’ of the Hanna syndicate. Rath- 
bone was thus spontaneous, because, he 
says, he, like others, was promised political 
preferment if he ‘contributed,’ and political 
exile if he refused. 

“Let Hanna answer. What of this Rath- 
bone story? And how many promises of 
office within and without the syndicate were 
founded on this fund to pay McKinley’s 
debts, so ‘spontaneously the offering of a 
grateful people?’ or were we to understand 
in this instance that the people, like Talley- 
rand, were only ‘grateful’ for favors to 
come ?’’ 

Mr. Lewis quotes a letter from a work- 
man in Hanna's shipyard at Cleveland. It 
is charged that the republican chairnfan 
cheated 350 of his employes of sums aggre- 
gating thousands of dollars in the con- 
Struction of the lake freighter Globe. Hanna 
Bros. complained of hard times and in- 
duced the men to accept half pay by agree- 
ing to make good the remaining half when 
the vessel was sold. There was nothing in 
writing to bind the agreement and it is al- 
leged that the men never were reinrbursed. 
Continuing his narrative, Mr. Lewis says: 

“Tt may be taken as axiomatic that a 
starving man is never a good citizen. With 
this in mind, what shall be said of the 
man who arranges famine, who forces a 
labor strike, with its privation, fis rioting, 
its disorder, its bayonet thrusting and ‘its 
blood letting, as an incident in his money 
heaping? If necessity breeds crime, what is 
he who creates the necessity? © 

“There are those who will recall the tre- 
mendous mine strikes of 1894. Blood flowed 
and the torch flourished. Buildings were 
burned, men were shot.down. Women, with 
their little ones, were starved and bitten by 
hunger. Now as to the cause of the strike: 

“It was in the autumn of 1893. The weath- 
er was raw and chill, but the Hanna lust 
for money was as hot as ever. Hanna con- 
ceived a plan—a money inspiration. At his 
call there came to his offices in the Perry- 
Payne building, Cleveland, O., the magnates 
of western Pennsylvania and eastern Ohio 
mines. They talked, considered, and, at the 
word of Hanna, made this plot. It was a 
plot to bleed the public, and, as a detail, 
to throw thousands of nriners out of work 
and into want, and need and sorrow. 

“Separating from this Hanna conference 
those in the black pool repaired to their 
coal holes and put all the men to work they 
could sign. They mined coal day and night. 
They piled it up in ebon mountains. There 
were never so many at work in the mines; 
never so much to do. As the harvest of 
this breakneck digging and blasting and 
mining of coal, the pool, with Hanna at its 


‘: head-—eyen as he is now at the head of the 


McKinley syndicate, planning for a white 
house—stored in barges in the Ohio river 
over 1,300,000 tons of coal, while 683,009 tons 
were stored along the shores of the great 


lakes. 
. A Strike Forced. 


“With these 2,000,000 tons of coal in hand— 
up their sleeves, as runs the cant of the 
alley—the trap of the Hanna pool was ready 
for the springing. The first step was to 
stop the production of coal; do it, too, so 
that the blame therefor would rest with the 
men and not with the pool. This was read- 
ily brought to bay as a propysition. The 
miners everywhere in the coal hules of the 
pool were cut and trimmed in their earn- 
ings. As if that might not be enough, an- 
other cut was ordered. 

“In a moment the men were out, work 
was brought to a dead standstill and the 
strike the Hanna pool had plotted for was 
on. Then the strike spread. Synrpathy 
strikes were ordered along the whule line 
as far west as Council Bluffs. The soft coal 
production camre to an absolute end, and a 
coal famine set in. 

“Along with these things, of course, came 
the militia, and strikers who ‘needed it’ 
Were shot down or stabbed or clubbed in an 
intermittent but decisive fashion, as in 
such cases made and provided. Meanwhile, 
like a spider in its web, the Hanna-inspired 
coal pool sat back, biding its time. 

‘‘Leap by leap, upward went the price of 
coal. But Hanna did not hurry; the market 
was not yet ripe—the tide not yet at flood. 
Coal went up a dime, a dollar, two dollars 
a@ ton. 

‘Now,’ said Hanna, and at the signal 
the pool unloaded its stored 2,000000 tons 
and gathered to its coffers a round profit 
of $4,000,000.

NEGRO WAITER SEVERELY CUT 


H, P. BLOUNT SLASHED A NE- 
GRO’S JAW AT KENNESAW.

Didn’t Want To Obey an Order and 
Talked Insultingly--What the 
Waiter Says of the Affair. 


Mr. H.. P. Blount, a well-known At- | 
lantian, editor of The Other Side, a small 
populis§ paper. published here, became in- 
voived in a difficulty with a negro waiter 
at the Kennesaw restaurant yesterday 
afternoon and badly cut the negro. 

The negro’s name is Grant Smith. He 
was employed only a few days £0 as a 
Wwaitey at the Kennesaw restaurant, and 
yesterday when Mr. Blount walked in 
the restaurant for his dinner the negro 
waited aipon him: Mr. Blount says the 
negro made a very insolent and insulting 
reply to him when he asked him to bring 
him butter. He also grabbed a chair, Mr. 
Blount states, and threatened to kill him. 
Mr. Blount then took out his keen-bladed 
pocket knife- and slashed it across the 
negro’s face. 

The blade cut the facial aftery on the | 
left side of the negro’s face. The wound 
bled profusely and even dangerously be- 
fore a doctor arrived. It was dressed: in 
a ‘rug store near by. 

Both Mr. Blount and the negro were car- 
ried to the police statién by Patrolmen 
Lockart and Burke. Smits wound was 
dressed again last night by Dr. Wright. 
It was found to be very painful. The negro 
suffered most from loss of blood, as the 
artery which was severed carries a large 
stream of blood. 

Smith tells a tale about the cutting en- 
tirely different from the one told by Mr. 
Blount or Mr. Parker, the proprietor of 
the restaurant. Both of these gentlemen 
state that the cutting was done in eelf- 
defense, but Smith claims that Mr. Blount 
was drunk and cursed and struck him. 
He says he did not pick up the chair until 
Mr. Blount had _ started toward him, 
striking with his knife, saying he “‘would 
learn the God damned waiters something.” 
Smith says the whole affair resulted from 
Mr. Blount’s demand that he (Smith) bring 
him a plate of butter. Smith says he re- 
fugzed to do this because he was not wait- 
ing upon Mr. Blount, but was waiting 
upon another man at the time. 

Mr. Parker, proprietor of the restaurant, 
says that Mr. Blount cut Smith in self- 
defense; that Smith tad drawn the chair 
before Mr. Blount cut him. Smith was a 
new waiter and the proprietor had noticed 
that he was very insulting.

WALLS WEAK AND TOTTERING 


the Building To Fight the 
Blaze for the Heat.

Last night fire, which proved to be 
one of the Werst the fire department has 
"had ta, deal with tn a long while, was 
diseovered in the three-story brick ‘build: 
ing baek of the Maddox-Rucker cotton 
warehouse, at 57. Madison avenue, 

Fireman Ed Warbuch, of hose company 
No, 5, was seriously injured by being struck 
on the head ty. a falling brick. He was 
knocked senseless and had to be carried to 
his home. A falling wall endangered the 
lives of several firemen, but all escaped 
except Harbuch, who was also struck on 
the knee by a brick, painfully bruising the 
limb. 

Before the alarm was turned in from 
box 53 the flames could be seen, and many 
persons were attracted by them. The 
alarm was slow ‘n coming in and when 
thé fire department arrived the flames 
were shooting high in the air, No. 5 en- 
giie house is only a few doors ‘from the 
building in which the fire took plare and 
had tite alarm been turhed in early the 
men there could have extinguished the 
flames before any considerable damage 
was done, 

The building which was destroyed is a 
three-story brick building owned by W. Tu. 
Traynham, of the Traynham & Ray Lum; 
ber Company. It is leased by the Simmon 
Coffin Company, who in turn rent one haif 
of it the Atlanta Sirup Conrpany. 

It is not known just how the fire started. 
When discovered the place was burning 
briskly and. the exact location of the 
flames could not be determined. Thousands 
of dollars' worth of property were endan- 
géred by this fire, and but for the quick 
work of the fire department a large part 
of that section of the city would have 
béen flame swept. 

The coffin. factory was well stocked with 
coffins and material for making them. The 
third story, wihch is hardly more than a 
loft, was well stocked with them, and 
when the flames reached this place they 
shot high fi the air, and for .a while it 
lodked as if the entire city was on fire. 

The sirup in the sirup factory burned 
like so much oil and the water thrown 
into that patt of .the building had litile 
or no éffect. The sirup could be heara 
burning.and the fact that. it was there 
made the work of the firemen even harder. 

Thousands of people were attracted to 


the scene of the conflagration. The tire | 


showed up better than any recent fire and 
the flames shot high into the air and 
could be. seén from all parts of the city. 

Adjoining the burning building was the 
Maddox-RucKer cotton: warehouse con- 
taining 3,000 bales of cotton. This was in 
gteat danger of burning and it was to the 
sdving of this that the’ firemen looked. 
There wére elght or ten streams of water 
playing in ahd on the warehouse besides 
the ten operated by the. fire department. 

The building was flooded with water and 
that was all that saved it. 

Loss About $15,000. 

Mr. W. L. Traynham stated last night 
that the building was valued by him at 
$8,000, He coula not state the exact amount 
of insurante carried on it, but it is oniy 
partially covered, The entire loss of the 
fire wil not amount to over $15,000. 

The stock of goods, both the coffins 
and sirup, was valuable, but tha exact 
worth of tMénmi could not be ascértained 
last night. It is not known whether the 
colton in the warehouse was damaged by 
Water’ or not. 

The building which was destroyed was 
an old butiding and there had been tires 
in st several times before. The walis were 
very Wweik and the lives of the firemen 
were constantly in danger while they were 
fighting the fire. 

The tront wall of the second story fell 
with a loud «rash soon after the fire be- 
san burning and the end wall fell just be- 
fore it Was extinguished. Had the’ walls 
not been weak the fire could have been 
pul out ah huur sooner than it was. Chief 
Joyner would not allow his men to enter 
the building and fight the inside and tor 
that reason it tyok a great while to extin- 
guish the flames. 


Trains Were Stopped. 


When the tire department went to work 
on the firé several streains of water were 
put on it from the railroad side. This ne- 
cefsitated the laying of the. hose across 
the tracKs, Trains going into and going 
out of the city were stopped and could 
not pass anti! the hose was tuken up. 

At one time the fire looked so dangerous 
that Chief Joyner sent in a four-bell call 
for another hose wagon. This arrtved and 
added two streams to the already large 
number and helped materially in fighting 
the fire, The fire out signal was sent in 
at 8:30 o'clock, two and three-quarter 
hours. after the first alarm was turned in.

Big Professionals Vied with Each 
Other To Secure Their Profits. 


WORLD'S STOCK INCREASED 6,000,000 


Cotton Remains Very Dull, Awaiting 
the Repult of the Election, 
Stocks Improved Slightly. 


Chicago, October 21.—A flurry, in which 
the bulls came out second best, took plare 
at the opening of the wheat market today, 
the excitement upon the trade running 
quite as high as on any occasion since the 
stirring scenes began. Even before the 
regular market opened the curb, or open 
board,’’ trading was marked by nervous- 
ness. Decehber was up to 79% and down 
to 77%, the lowest figure being quoted when 
the legitimate operations started. A rapid 
sliding scale was immediately inauguratea, 
the option mentioned dropping to 76%, af- 
ter which there was a pause, with oO resist- 
less undertone prevailing. Rapidly. vanish- 
dng profits very soon forced selling by 
some of the prominent winners on the 
recent advance, Pyramiders were obliged to 
dispose of vast quantities bought on gains 
made during the past few weeks. For a 
time it appeared as though the break would 
be as disastrous as any which succeeded 
the manipulation maneuvers of the old-time 
corners, but at anid around “puts” prices 
the demand became strong and apparently 
a rally took place, December holding in 
the neighborhood of 76c—2%c under yester- 
dav’s close. 

Closing Review: There was gloom in the 
bull camp today, wheat losing 3%c in 
price.

Atlanta, October 21.—The depressing cir- 
cumstance in our wheat market today 
has been the extremely heavy cush situa- 
tion, the discount of cash under December 
in Minneapolis being equivalent to paying 
30 per cent for money to carry the wheat, 
with holders of cash commodity in all 
markets pressing their property for sale. 
The demand for cars to carry the wheat 
is inadequate, and receipts are reaching 
enormots proportions. In Chicago, cash 
wheat today has been pressing on the mar- 
Ket at about 2% to 3 cents under the De- 
cember price with money so tight. that 
prospects are not encouraging for a better- 
ment of affairs in the immediate future. 
This has been reflected in the speculative 
market, and holders have been free sei- 
lers the entire season, causing a decline of 
3 cents per bushel from yesterday’s closing.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, October 21.—Our market re- 
mains in the same quiet state which 1s so 
marked a feature of the present uncer- 
tainty in commercial circles. Whenever 
the markets are not influenced by a for- 
eign demand, merchants prefer to await 
the determination of the election befvre 
pressing their business. The movement 
is not so heavy today, but it is difficult to 
judge whether it is due to an inability to 
place foreign shipments through lack of 
freight room or to the result of the early 
marketing of the crop, which would ren- 
der the planters more independent than 
usual. Those who expect lower prices are 
Strong believers in an addition to the crop 
by the maturity of the top crop, which 
they claim is daily adding to the ultimate 
yield. This feeling appears to be quite 
general throughout the southwest and in 
some parts of Alabama. Our market clos- 
ed dull without any feature except that the 
trade expects it to remain under the in- 
fluence of election complications and follow 
other lines of trade which show the ex- 
treme conservatism of merchants every- 
where. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 21.—(Special.)—Cotton 
was almost at a standstill tuday. As the 
election approaches the indisposition to 
trade seems to increase, and the buying 
and selling today was mainly confined to 
the room traders. There was a slight de- 
crease in the port receipts, as compared 
with last week and last year, and also in 
the semi-weekly movement in the south- 
west, but this was not enough to frighten 
the little band of bears who believe in 
lower prices. January opened at 7:94, de- 
clined to 7.91, rallied to 7.95 and closed at 
7.92@7.93, with the tone dull. It seems 
plainer than ever that there is too much 
long cotton, and that every stiffening of 
the price is checked by the efforts of tired 
bulls to unload.

The plaintiff in the case, young Hutchi- 
son, was a lad about thirteen years old, 
and he sued for the loss of his foot. 
Hutchison stated that he was at the belt 
junction of the Southern railway, when 
he was asked to change a. switch for an 
incoming engine. As he endeavored to 
reach for the switch bar his foot became 
entangled in the frog, and before he could 
disengage himself he says the engine was 
upon him. 

The defense of the road was that the boy 
had no authority to change the switcHes 
of the road, and had received no instruc- 
tions to do so. He Was not an employe 
of the road, and it was shown that he was 
at the switch on the afternoon of the ac- 
cident from pleasure and curiosity. The 
amount sued for was $1,990. The Southern

‘MUST ANSWER GRAVE CHARGES 


Was Carried by Sheriff Paulk.

Charles Boyd, who was married lgst 
Thursday si whose arrest followed ¥ri- 
day, is at present in Fitzgerald, where 
he is detained by Sheriff Paulk, of Irwin 
county. 

The warrant upon which Boyd Was ar- 
rested in Atlanta last Friday was issued 
at the instance of J. W. Smith, of Syca- 
more, Ga., who charged Boyd with cheat- 
ing and swindling. Boyd indignantly de- 
nied the charges, but the

Saturday last, tvhen the arrest of Boyd 
became generally known, other warrants 
were taken out against him by Atlanta 
merchants, the same charges being made 
as those preferred by Mr. Smith. All day 
Friday Boyd was detained in the office of 
Sheriff Barnes. Friday night he Was al- 
lowed to spend the night at his home un- 
der ,special guard of an officer of the 
sheriff’s office. The officer was introduced 
by Boyd to his newly made wife as an

old friend, who was touring the south for 
his health. While Boyd slept the officer 
remained at the door through the night. 
Saturday morning the creditors of Boyd 
in Atlanta became alarmed and they swore 
warrants against him, fearing that he 
would be taken away and they Would lose 
the money which he had received from 
them on allegations which they unhesi- 
tutingly pronounced fraudulent. Sheriff 
was determined to carry his pris- 
oner away, but a habeas corpus proceed- 
ings was about to be instituted when the 
sheriff and Bova left for Irwin county. 
The warrants taken out by the Atlanta 
merchants have been sent to Irwin county 
with the instructions that Boyd be return- 


out 


ed to Atlanta in the event he escapes any 


criminal prosecution at the hands of Mr. 
Smith. 

While Boyd was in Atlanta he repre- 
sented -himself to be a lumber dealer, rep- 
resenting a number of mills. In several 
instances, it is is said, he gave sight 
drafts for large amounts which were 
turned down by thé banks upon which 
they were drawn. 

The following special was received last 
night from Fitzgerald by The Constitution, 
giving an account of Boyd since his ar- 
rival in that place: 

“Fitzgerald, Ga.. October 21.—(Special.)— 
Charies S. Boyd, wose daring speculations 
were cut short by his arrest in Atlanta 
Saturday, was brought to this place to- 
day by Sheriff Paulk, of Irwinville, as a 
startling climax to his romantic marriage 
Friday. 

“It was intimated tonight by an officer 
that Boyd has another wife in Tennessee, 
but Boyd indignantly denies this and 
claims that the charge is in keeping with 
the humiliation of his arrest, which he 
characterizes as an effort by his creditors 
to use the criminal courts as a collecting 
agency. Boyd states that his home is in 
Cincinnati. and the young lady whom he 
married Friday also comes from Ohio.

WHITEHALL "STREET CASE UP. 


piuseibel To Enjoin Contractor Ham- 
mond froth Continuing Work Is 
Denied by Judge Smith. 
The city of Atlanta has the right to ex- 
pend its money in making street pavement

. Smith, of the Pulaski circuit, who heard 
xb case of A. Morrison against the city 
yesterday, a* petition to restrain the city 
from: paying for the work of repairing 
Whitehall street. 

The court decided that it is In the prov- 
ince of the city to make such contracts as 
it did with A. W. Hammond and that 
the court would not interfere in the mat- 
ter. The petition of Morrison asked for an 
injunction restraining the city from paying 
for the work and ordering its discontin- 
uance, 

The hearing took place at the capitol. 
Judge Smith acted in the matter for Judge 
Gober, before whom the case Was taken 
by Attorney H. A, Alexander three weeks 
ago. Judge Lumpkin declined to act in 
the case because he is an interested party, 
owning property on Whitehall street. , 

Judge J. A. Anderson represented the 
city in the case. Mayor King, Engineer 
R. M. Clayton, Dr. Hutchison, chairman of 
the street commiitee of the council, and 
one of the contractors, Mr. Bradley, were 
present. Messrs. Conyers & Koht% repfe- 
sented the contractors. (Mr. Alexander ap- 
peared fer the plaintiff. . | 

Mr/ Alexander read the bill praying* for 
a restraining order and injunction. He §ub- 
mitted assevidence three or four affidavits 
from expert street paving nien, declaring 
it as their opinion that the work béing 
done on Whitehall street amounted to a 
repaving of the street. They alleged that 
by long experience in such work they Were 
able to say that the condition of Whitehall 
street was such before the work Was cpm- 
menced that a repaving was necéssary and 
that the work being done by Contractor 
Hammond amounts to that. 

The affidavits of the plaintiff were signed 
by Mr. W. H. Venable, of Venable Bros. ; 
W. A. Haskell, W. D. Hynds and R. H. 
Clark. 

The city attorney attacked tthe affidavits 
submitted by Mr. Alexander, pointing out 
to the court that the signers Were in- 


terested parties in the’case and that their | 


evidence could not be impartial Judge 
Anderson said that Mr. Venable was in- 
terested because his firm submitted a bid 
for the Whitehall street work, being a 
higher bid than that of Mr. Hammonad,. He 
said that the other witnesses ofthe plain- 
tiff were contractors whose interests were 
not served by the acceptance of the Ham- 
mond bid. 

‘An answer to the affidavits was made by 
the city, showing that the witnesses of.the 
plaintiff were street paving contractors 
who might be actuated’ by pique in the 
matter. It was shown that Venable Bros. 
had submitted a bid for the sate work 
and that Mr. Clark had been in the employ 
of Mr. Venable for several years. 

Mr. Venable contended in his affidavit 
that it had always been the custom of the 
city to Assess Property owners for street 
repair work Where the work was an origi- 
nal paving contract. He gave.it as his 
opinion that the Whitehall street work ta a 
repavement of the street. 

Judge Smith decided that thé city charter 
statutes permit the corporation to contract 
for repair work. He ordered the tempo- 
rary restraining order preventing the city 
dissolved and
